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POULTRY AS FARMING STOCK. 


The press at the present time teems with 
articles on poultry, written to supply the 
wants of the public to be informed respeet- 
ing the rea:ing of poultry as a source of 
animal food. 

The majority of both the works and arti- 
cles recently published are thoroughly worth- 
less compilations, concocted to supply this 
demand, and it is therefore all the more 
gratifying to turn to a practical article on the 
subject, evidently written by a practical man. 
Such a one was recently published in the 
Agricultural Gazette, and from it we may 
advantageously reproduce the following ex- 
tracts respecting the management of poultry 
as farming stock : 

How many farmers might obtain pletnty of 
new accommodation for ng by simply 
making use of the buildings they already 
possess? and how many farmers consider 
fowls unworthy of consideration, because of 
some supposed difficulty or expense in 
erecting suitable houses? And worse than 
this, how many farmers try to make poultry 
pay, without any result ond continual 
vexations, merely from lack of ingenuity in 
bringing ordinary appliances into play?

The condition of our roads, and the gréat 
expense to which we are annually sul jected 
to main‘ain them in even their present de- 
plorable state, demands, and is receiving, 
the earnest consideration of every intelligent 
citizen, and one of the first conclusions at 
which we must arrive is, that towns cught 
not to build or encourage the building of 
any more roads than they are prepared to 
build well. This is doubly important, because 
with the system generally in vogue, the sums 
annually voted for repairs, are divided 
among a number of often inefficient an? ur. 
skillful persons who seldom sucoeed in effect~ 
ing any permanent improvement. 

But if a road is really necessary for the 
convenience of the public, of course no good 
citizen will object to its construction. It 
being determined that a road must be built 
between two points, it is well to employ com- 
petent and unbiased persons to view the 
several routes, if such there are, and to de- 

cide on its location, after which a careful 
survey should be made, and an accurate

With a few villages and so little manufac- 
turing, the farmers of Virginia, with all 
their natural advantages, are making but 
little money. T':e Shenandoah valley is one 
of th2 finest agricultural regions in the 
United States, but Senator Lewis, who is a 
large landholder in the valley, told us, with 
corn at sixty cents, and wheat at $1.10, 
the present prices, farmers might live, but 
could not talk about profits. Hogs would 
eat up all the corn, and the “ help” would 
eat up the hogs, and the little surplus of 
wheat only sufficed to grease the wheels and 
keep the machinery moving. 

In the vicinity of Norfolk much has been 
done in the way of market gardening, 
as well as in aiding the freedmen in the 
development of their manhood. Gen. 8. C. 
Armstrong is at the head of the Institute, 
and is ably seconded by Miss Rebecca T. 
Bacon, of New Haven. We commend their 
self-denying labor to the sympathy of north- 
ern men. Some money has been made in 
this business, but the competition has become 
so great from places still further south, that 
Virginia cannot now avail herself of the 
high prices, which the earliest vegetables 
command, and the frequent losses and the 
large commissions on the later crops leave a 
small margin for profit. The northern mar- 
ket gardener has greatly the advantage in 
putting his products on the market when 
fresh, and when the price is most remunera- 
tive. Sweet potatoes at Norfolk in the fore 
part of the present season only commanded 
fifty cents per barrel, and in November were 
selling at $1.50. Raising Irish potatees at 
the north pays much better than this. 

The testimony as to the economy of free 
labor as compared with slave, is contradic- 
tory, some affirming that free labor is cheaper, 
others denying it. _ Prejudice probally has 
much to do in decisions on this point. The 
freedmen are all anxious to secure little 
landed estates of their own, and we can see 
much improvement in their condition since 
the close of the war. The Normal and Agri- 
cultural Institute at Hampton, open to ail 
classes, but availed only by blacks, is doing a 
noble work. Its first class will graduate 
next June and will furnish teachers and far- 
mers.

Where but little travel is anticipated the 
roadway need not be constructed to the full 
width of the land taken, but all main thor- 
oughfares should be built full width, so as 
to admit of several teams passing, and 80 
that the travel will not be confined to one ‘r 
two pairs of ruts,—in fact a perfect rod 
will have no ruts. 

A road must be thoroughly drained, or no 
after expense can make it good. This funda- 
mental principle should never be absent 
from the builder’s mind, and not a rod of 
road should be built, or if built accepted by 
the town, on or under which water oan stag- 
nate within three feet of the surface. This 
may be effected in various ways. In the first 
place, open drains or gutters are needed to 
carry off the surface water, and they shouid 
be made and kept cleared so as todo it 
quickly, and not merely act as reservoirs. 
But for really taking the water out of the 
road, drying it in fact lice squeesing « 
sponge, 1 think there is no douvt but that 
tile, properly laid at a depth of three or four 
feet, on one or both sides of the road as may 
be necessary, is the best and cheapest ; but 
it must be done faithfully or the labor is lost. 
The bottom of the trench must be smooth, 
and of a true descent, the joints of the tile 
must be securely covered, a good outlet pro- 
vided, and the trench carefully filled again. 
One important advantage of the under- 
drain is, that it is at work when the top of 
the ground is frozen, when of course, a sur- 
face or open drain is inactive; thus making 
the subsoil so dry and porous that when the 
frost comes out the water drops through at 
once and leaves the road dry. 

In the construction of a roed it is impor- 
tant to use good materials, and here 1 may 
say is a grand difficulty. Nature hasn't dis- 
tributed the material for road building quite 
so uniformly as could be desired. But with 
gooa drainage, and « judicious use of such 
as may be had, ws may have vastly better 
roads than at present.

Outlets must be provided to draw away the 
water from among the stones, 

In sections where there is no gravel, if 
stones are plenty, a very good road may be 
made as above, only covering the larger 
stones with a layer of small ones, and this by 
even the loam dug from the road if nothing 
better is at hand. Loam on top of two feet 
of stones with proper side drains, will make 
a better road than gravel spread over a 
quagmire. 

Stone may be broken by machine,-when 
towns get ready for this expense, and a cov- 
ering of broken stone, rolled solid, would be 
even better than gravel. In some parts of 
the State the roads are sandy; these could 
be improved by the addition of a little clay ; 
surface drains to carry off the spring floods, 
are all the drainage such roads need. 

I know of no extensive tracts in this State, 
where neither stone nor gravel (or sand) can 
be found. If such there are, deep drainage 
and planks or paving are their only hopes or 
chances of salvation from mud.

‘THE WAR 

The present winter on the continent: 
Europe has been thus far one of the 
experienced for many years, and 
quence military purposes are attended 
the usdal difficulties: caused by such an 
clement season In the wars of the world 
which we rea‘ of in history the usual record 
of events in winter is that the arm t 
into winter quarters, and rested shelves 
by a period of comparative inactivity. Such, 
is not the case in the wars of the present 
day. In France the Prussian armies seem 
to know no winter, and both sides are ever 
onthe alert to seize on the smallest advan- 
tages. The eampaign is getting to be very 
uninteresting, and small engagementa are 
telegraphed to the world with almost the 
flourish of great events of the earlier part 
of the war. Outside of Paris the fighting 
seems to be confined to these detached skir- 
mishes, which cannot be of any decisive im- 
portance, and do not seem to have any 
connection with any great movement. The 
intense cold causes the g-eatest suffering to 
the men on both sides, and there are reports 
of whole car loads of wounded men taken 
from the field being frozen to death on their, 
way to a place of relief. The hospitals and 
many of the country villages are filled with 
the sick and wounded of both sides, and 
their number is constantly increasing. 

The siege of Paris goes on without change 


few days bombardmerit took one of the 
French outworks, fort Avron, which they 
had thrown up in advance of one of the 
regular forts of the city.

THE ROCHESTER NURSERIES. 
Correspondence of the Ploughman. 
—_ 

Roomustae, N. Y., Deo 90, 1870. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

In a recent visit to the ¢ity of Rochester, 
the great center of the Nursery business we 
gained some information as to the manner in 
which this great business was conducted, 
and which we thought would be valuable to 
your readers, 

We were surprised and somewhat aston- 
ished to learn that probably nearly three- 
fourths of the Nursery stock sold throughout 
the United States, is sold by personal solici- 
tation” of Agents or Dealers, and a large 
number of these Dealers are irresponsible 
and feel their mission is ended when they 
have received an order, delivered the trees, 
and got their pay. Andsoit is on their part, 
but the customer would have to wait several 
years before he would know if he had been 
swindled, or nut, 

There are many honorable and reliable men 
engaged in this business, and it is astonishing 
there are so many well informed persons who 
will allow themselves to be swindled by 
irresponsible dealers, when the remedy is in 
their own hands, by ordering directly from} 
some well known Nursery Firm. These 
irresponsible dealers can and do obtain Cata- 
logues from some responsible Nurseries, and 
travel to solicit ordors and showing their Cat- 
alogue lead the purchaser to believe they 
are obtaining their trees from the firm they 
are supposed to represent. As a general 
thing they are selling from Rochester Nur- 
series, when there are over twenty different 
Narseries in and around Rochester. 

We will cite an example: a dealer obtains 
Commercial or Momoe County Nurseries, 
and any of these Catalogues can be had by 
asking or writing for them, and he represents 
he is going to canvass fur the sale of trees, 
awd would like w purchase his wholesale 
bill of them when he has obtained his orders. 
The Catalogues are sent. The man takes his 
retail orders, but when he comes to purchase 
his bill he might not go near the party whose 
Catalogue he sold from, but go elsewhere and 
buy a cheaper or inferior article and regardless 
of the trees being true to name. 

For instance a dealer would sell*from some 
responsible Nurseryman’s Catalogue, and pur- 
chase his stock from some other equally re- 
liable Nurseryman. His sale amongst other 
things would in the aggregate amount to 
5000 Apple trees ; 1000 of them to be Bald- 
wip, and the Nurseryman said he could fur- 
nish but 500 Baldwin, but could give some 
other good variety. Well do eo! Some kind 
you have plenty of, a good grower that looks 
like Baldwin. 

‘The Nurseryman puts in 500 Talman 
Sweet and labels them so. But when the 
dealer comes to Mr. Smith’s order or some 
other man, for 100 Baldwin, he perbaps may 
give him fifty Baldwin and fifty Talman Sweet, 
but he removes the name from the Talman 
Sweet and puts all in for Baldwin, and the 
customer pays for his trees, and does not 
know he has been swindled until he finds his 
Baldwins as be su i, aro bearing sweet 
apples. He then remembers the Firm, or the 
Catalogue he bought from, and blames them 
for furnishing trees, which they know noth- 
ing of, or the purchaser or agent either. 
We were informed that many sales had been 
made of the Russian crab, and the variety 
known as such, Tetofisky, a valuable, hardy, 
Summer Russian Appie (not a crab however) 
not yet being grown sufficent to supply the 
demand. Other varities were substituted 
fur the above, by these dealers, and in some 
instances three or four differentevarieties for 
one ; the Duchess of Oldenburg, a valuable 
hardy Autum Russian Apple (but not acrab), 
the Tramscendant Crab, Hyslop and Soulard 
Crab all bave been sold for the above. 

A responsible nursetyman will aot fill his 


customer's order unless he bas all the varie- 
ties ordered, but leave out such as he cannot 


supply, unless his permission was obtained to 
substitute. We beard of an instance of an 
agent's sale of 10,000 trees, apples, pears, 
peaches, cherries, plus, etc. ‘The nursery- 
man told him he could furnish the trees, but 
not all the varieties. He took the order, but 
substituted some of the varieties. The agent 
went into a shop or room and wrote off 10,000 
labels, one to each tree, direct from his book, 
and where lady apple was called for the green- 
ing apple tree bore the’ namé of the lady 
apple. . 

Again, there are but few that know the 
great diflefence there is in the growth of dif- 
ferent varieties of trees. A Baldwin at four 
years is as large or larger than a Spitzenberg 
at six or more years, and a Baldwin is of 
straight upright growth, while the Greening 
is very crooked. Suppose the agent or dealer 
had orders fur a quantity of Spitzenberg,

MONEY AFFAIRS AND BUSINESS. 


Tha past month has been a quiet one in 
business circles, and trade | as -been light 
except for such articles as were in demand 
for holiday presents. The money market has 
ruled quite easy, ahd the week and year have 
passed on a quiet and easy movement in 
financial and commercial circles. ‘The banks 
are supplying the regular trade at 7 per cent. 
and the better classes of outside paper 1s 
passed at 7 to 7 1-2 per cent. with occasional 
exceptions of very choice names, which are 
taken at a fraction below that rate. Call! 
loans are in moderate request at 5 to 6 per 
cent. New York funds are in quicker de- 
mand. 

The money market in New York closed 
quite easy after a week of much excitement 
and stringency. 

The gold market was steady throughout 
the week with little variation, and the trans- 
actions moderate. 

The treasury disbursements in New York 
during the week were "$5,467,000 gold as 
principal of 1871 bonds, $2.625,800 gold as 
January interest, and $883,000 currency in- 
terest. 

The shipments of specie from New York 
for the week were $463,305 ,95, 

Government vonds have ruled strong dur- 
ing the month with little variation. 

The changes at the Stock Exchange have 

been slight. The demand for investment in 
the sound dividend paying securities is mod- 
erate, and the market generally is without 
any speculative action. 
The value of imports at New York shows a 
large increase in dry goods, but there is a 
large falling off in general merchandize, the 
total value heing about five millions in for- 
eign gold value.
